FORNEXT 5 WEEK 


Conditions After That 
May Make Maintenance 
of 65-Degree. Impos- 
sible, Says OPA. 


WASHINGTON, Nov 28 (AP).— 
Household fuel oil rations-through- 
out the 30-state rationed area, in- 
cluding Missouri and Illinois, ‘will 
be unchanged for the next five 
weeks, the Office of Price Admin- 
istration announced tonight, but 
warned that ‘reductions might be 
made later which would entail 
heating temperatures below the 
65-degree average. 

The announcement, good news to 
householders after persistent re- 
ports that a cut was imminent, 
means that during the sceond heat- 
ing period, residential consumers’ 
coupons will continue to be worth 
10 gallons each, while apartment 
and commercial coupons will be 
valid for 100 gallons each. 

Paul M. O’Leary, deputy OPA 
administrator for rationing, urged 
continued careful use of fuel oil, 
“since the serious supply situation 
may prevent § increased rations 
later in the winter.” 

Other Rationing Developments.

That they are collecting for an- 
other big push, however, is gen- 
erally accepted in high naval 
quarters here, and it is this fact 
that gave special significance to 
the destructive aerial attacks on 
Munda and Kahili—bases which 
the Japanese would use in gather- 
ing their ships, planes, men and 
supplies for their next try. 

Munda, about 180 miles north- 
west of Guadalcanal, was attacked 
by planes from that island Nov.

Kahili is near Buin, a large 
Japanese base on Bougainville, 
260 miles northwest of Guadal- 
canal, 

‘Japs Courageous or Crazy.’ 

Lytz, talking with reporters at 
the Navy Department, said that 
enemy casualties were very much 
higher than ours because the Japa- 
nese never letup when they try 
to take a point until they suc- 
ceed or die.

Lytzg said these in- 
cluded nine runway rollers, of 
which six were put into use; a 
number of light trucks somewhat 
similar to small American dump 
trucks, and a volume of explosives 
which were used in blasting mate- 
rials from nearby hills.

The Russians inside Stalingrad 
joined the assault, launching a 
frontal attack on their besiegers. 
A German prisoner captured there 
was said to have complained bit- 
terly at the failure of his superiors 
to provide clothing against the 
Russian winter. 

Dead Stripped of Clothes. 

“Every: soldier has been ordered 
to get himself another greatcoat 
to serve as a blanket,” he was 
quoted as saying.

LONDON HEARS REDS 
HAVE SHUT PINCERS 


LONDON. Nov. 28 (AP).—A mil- 
itary correspondent of Reuter’s 
news agency said today that “ac- 
cording to the latest information 
the Russian pincers has closed on 
the Don south of Kalach, thus 
surrounding a large Axis army in 
the Stalingrad pocket. Kalach, a 
rail town, ig 40 miles west of 
Stalingrad. 

Other British military commen- 
tators expressed the opinion that 
a large Axis army undoubtedly 
was surrounded in a pocket south 
of Kalach, but said it probably 
would take a day or two for the 
real situation to be clarified. 

Two alternatives were open to 
the Germans, the commentators 
said. The Nazis could try to fight 
their way out or try to get rein- 
forcements into the pocket. 

The first would require an order 
from Adolf Hitler to give up the 
assault on Stalingrad, and is a 
task that would be difficult from 
the political as well as the military 
point of view, because he has com- 
mitted himself with the declara- 
tion, “We will take Stalingrad — 
ou can be sure of that.” 

Rescue from the outside is not 
inconceivable, the commentators 
said, because the trapped forces 
presumably have enough supplies 
with them to hold out for some 
days. The Germans also are be- 
lieved to have some reserves in 
and about Rostov which might be 
sent into the battle.

Executed in Louisiana—Shot Motorist Who

Henry, was executed in the elec- 
tric chair here today for the mur- 
der of a man who d befriended 
her. She was 26 years old. 

Her last request was that the 


crucifix be left in her hand when 
she is buried, probably in 4 ovter’s 
Figld. No relatives appeared to 
claim the body of the slim brun- 
ette from Shreveport, La., who had 
said she was a prostitute at 13, 
a drug addict at 16, and a killer 
at 23. 

Mrs. Henry, though nervous and 
admittedly afraid, was calm as she 
went to the chair set up in the 
Parish jail here. She had cried 
when told her head must be 
shaved, and after it was clipped 
instead,“ she covered it with a 
bright shawl as she was led to 
the execution chamber. 

She had mustered a brief smile 
as she came into the chamber with 
the Rev. Wayne Richard at her 
side. She was barelegged, wore 
black pumps and a simple black 
dresa. 

“IT believe not,” she replied when 
Deputy Sheriff Kenny Reid read 
the death warrant to her in private 


and asked her if she had a state- 
ment. 

“Goodby Toni Jo,” the execution- 
er said as he was about to turn on 
the current, and she murmured an 
inaudible acknowledgement. 

She had given a farewell pat to 
her death cell companion, a small 
black and white dog, a few min- 
utes earlier, after exacting from 
her jailer a promise that he send 
the dog to her niece in Shreveport.

In contradiction of this, Build- 
ing Commissioner Albert H. Baum 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
if the company’s own attorneys had 
come into his office as a routine 
matter to get the permit, they 
could have done so “inside of 30 
minutes,” 

Baum went on to say that his 
department did not issue any 
“parking lot permits,” and that 
customarily a company needed 
only to ascertain that the lot was 
not in an area zoned for residen- 
tial use, before proceeding to park 
cars in the lot. The matter of is- 
suing a permit for construction of 
the wall and fence is “purely rou- 
tine,” he repeated, and is granted 
where there is no conflict with 
zoning regulations. 

The parking grounds in question 
are situated south of the Carter 
company plant at 2840 North 
Spring avenue. Weed said he and 
other officers of the firm were 
under the misapprehension that 
some zoning change would be 
necessary for use of the space, 
or that it would be necessary to 
get a special permit. Since Hart 
previously had indicated a desire 
to be helpful to the company, he 
said, M. F. Peterson, assistant to 
the general manager, was sent to 
see him.

- herty. It ig believed that the hear- 
ing will develop considerable evi- 
dence as to company write-ups in 
the course of various reorganiza- 
tions, these write-ups having a di- 
rect effect on the rate structure. 

Through municipalities, and even 
through state regulatory bodies, 
presgure has been applied to post- 
pone or call off the hearing. The 
familiar cry of states’ rights haz 
been raised by those who would 
have the commission accede to the 
rate reduction offered by the com- 
pany. 

It is believed that the hearing 
will last a week or 10 days. Lam- 
bert McAllister, counsel in charge

Plume, whose rating is radio- 
man, third class, is visiting his 
father, William Plume, 815 Lewis 
street, St. Charles. He is 23 years 
old, enlisted in the Navy 13 
months ago, and has been as- 
signed to sea duty the past six 
months, 

“The first indication we had that 
anything was up came one day 
while we lay in an Eastern port, 
and suddenly received orders to 
prepare to pull out,” Plume told 
a reporter. “All of the crew had 
the idea we were headed for 
Dakar, particularly after other 
ships began joining us at sea. 

“For several days we kept hold- 
ing rendezvous with other ships as 
we steamed eastward, and finally 
the sea wag black with ships.” 

The entire force before it 
reached Africa is reported to have 
been made up of more than 800 
vessels, of which more than 350 
were warships, 


Plume said that one day the 
course of the flotilla was changed 
slightly, and after that the word 
got around the ship that the des- 
tination was Casablanca. 

“One evening about 7 o'clock,” 
he continued, “an enemy subma- 
rine surfaced right beside our ship. 
A destroyer near us let go at 
once with a broadside that broke 
the sub in the middle, and she 
went down, probably before her 
crew realized what had happened.” 

Attacked by French Planes. 

On Nov. 8, while the flotilla was 
off the North African coast, but 
still out of sight of land, a squad- 
ron of French planes attacked. 

“We sent up a heavy antiair- 
craft barrage,” Plume said. “The 
planes left, but a short while later 
French surface craft came out 
and engaged us.” 

“During a part of the engage- 
ment I was stationed in the radio 
circuit room, with the dtty of 
keeping in touch with our observa- 
tion planes overhead. One flyer 
reported to me that the 35,000-ton 
French battleship, Jean Bart, 
which was badly damaged, could 
not be seen because of the heavy 
smoke coming out of her. He 
dived through the smoke to ob- 
serve damage. 

“One nine-inech shell from a 
shore battery went through our 
flag, and two heavy shells struck 
our after deck, but’ did little dam- 
age and injured no one, The gun 
crew which had been serving near 
where they landed had been moved 
to the other side of the ship only 
a minute or so before.” 

Plume said only one member of 
hig ship’s crew, a signalman, was 
injured. “A piece of shrapnel cut 
through a leg of his trousers and 
made a slight scratch on his leg.” 

Dodges Torpedoes. 

“Once during the engagement,” 
he went on, “an observer spotted 
four torpedoes heading toward us 
about a mile away. The alarm was 
given, and the ship was brought 
about in time to avoid the torpe- 
does, one of which passed on our 
starboard side, and the other three 
on the port. A smaller vessel fol- 
lowing in our wake avoided them 
also, 

“During the entire engagement 
the sea was as smooth ag glass. 
One salvo from our ship cut a 
French cruiser in half. We saw an- 
other group of our shells strike a 
destroyer’s stern. Her prow went 
into the air, and she went down 
in a minute. 

“During the trip over we had all 
hoped that the French would not 
fight us, provided it were the 
French we going out against, 
but after they gave battle, our boys 
really went after them.” 

Plume did not land in Africa. 
His ship covered landing opera- 
tions from the transports with 
long range fire, then put about and 
sailed back to the United States. 
He will rejoin his ship after his 
three-day leave.

In the top turret, Sergt. P. R.

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Nazi Punitive Measures. 

In the Toulon area, the Germans 
Miwere reported taking punitive 
hi measures against the French who 
4|\ held’ out against the Axis to the 
last and blew up their ships in 
the faces of the occupying Axis 
troops. Long queues of French 
sailors were marched through the 
streets of the naval base as pris- 
oners to be punished as the Ger- 
man command wishes. 

Various reports—all unconfirmed 
—were in circulation concerning 
the fate of Admiral Jean de la 
Borde, the French commander at 
Toulon, who gave the scuttling or- 
der which was carried out with: 
such dispatch as to suggest long 
and careful preparation for even- 
tualities. 

One report said the Admiral had 
been arrested by the Germans. 
Another said he died on the bridge 
of the battleship Dunkerque when 
it was blown up—both for destruc- 
tive purposes and as the signal for 
the rest of the fleet to follow it 
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Marshal Petain took cognizance 
of the German demobilization of 
the French Army and the self-de- 
struction of the French fleet in an 
order of the day read over the 
Vichy radio which promised that 
“France will not die” and will “al- 
ways remember your regiments.” 

The order of the day said: 

"The Marshal of France, com- 
mander-in-chief, to the officers and 
soldiers and sailors of the armies 
of the land and air forces and the 
Navy: 

“You who joined the Army in a 
spirit of sacrifice are today under- 
going a trial which pains my sol- 
dier’s heart. 

“France will always remember 


the grasp of his storm 


and sappers, raged on over 


the German radio. 


Berlin called the scuttling “the 
triumph of treason in the French 
armed forces” and said that by 
treacnery “France has been de- 
prived of her last and: greatest 
military means with which she 
could have madé a contribution to 
the winning back of her colonial 
empire.” .

Reynaud, Mandel Reported Taken 

To Berlin On Hitler’s Order. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Paul Reynaud, premier of France 
until just before its fall, and 
Georges Mandel, former French 
Minister of the Interior, have 
been arrested on personal orders 
from Berlin by Adolf Hitler, re- 
Hable European reports to the 
Associated Press said tonight. 

The two former French leaders 
were held for 24 hours at the ar- 
senal at Bordeaux and now are in 
Berlin, the reports said. 

Gen, Maurice Gamelin, former 
Allied Generalissimo and other 
important French leaders are still 
being held in the Pontartlet for- 
tress in the Pyrenees, the advices 
said. 

Reynaud and Mandel were 
wanted by the Germans .“especi- 
ally for a political reason,” the re- 
port, said, adding that chief of the 
Vichy Government Pierre Laval 


‘had consented to the arrests after 


several days of negotiations. 


WOMEN’S SILK HOSE PLACED 
UNDER NATION-WIDE CEILING 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Uniform nation-wide ceiling prices 
for the dwindling supply of wom- 
en’s silk hose have been established 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, effective Dec. 3. 

OPA earlier had established uni- 
form ceilings for nylon hose and 


for stockings made of “combina- 
tion,” “spun,” and “blended” nylon 
yarns. 

OPA ceilings for sales of silk 
hosiery to consumers range from 
69 cents a pair for the coarsest 
first-quality circular knit type to 
$1.65 for the finest quality of full 
fashioned stockings. For “irregu- 
lars,” ceilings range from 60 cents 
to $1.50; for “seconds” from 50 
cents to $1.25, and for “thirds” 
from 35 to 80 cents. 

For the commonly-worn styles 
of first quality three and four 
thread 42 to 48 gauge full-fash- 
ioned, silk leg stockings, retail 
ceilings range from $1 to $1.25. 

OPA said stockings of these 
grades had been selling at a wide 
scale of March ceiling © prices 
which, for individual stores, have 
been as low as 79 cents and as 
high as $1.95. 


BUILDING SWEPT BY FIRE NOT 
CLASSED AS ROOMING HOUSE 


The building at 1010 Chouteau

To Try to Calm Morocco Public 


SUN DAY MORNING, 
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Broadcasts Heard as Fer Away as London 
Despite German Efforts to Jam Them—. 
Station on Air Four Days.

WITH THE UNITED STATE 
ARMY IN MOROCCO, Nov, 2 
(Delayed) (AP).—The American 
Army brought along its own radio 


, | station and is believed to have been 


the first to use a powerful long- 
wave transmitter during landing 
operations in an attempt to calm 
the jocal population and enlist aid. 

Technical details of the trans- 
mitter employed in the Moroccan 
campaign are a military secret, 
but it can be disclosed that the 
“Voice of the American Forces” 
kept in contact for four days at 
irregular intervals with the French 
public, 


Early on the day of the landing, 
Nov. 8, the American station went 
into action.. Operating on the 
same wave length as the local sta- 
tion at Rabat—Radio Morocco—it 
broadcast President Roosevelt's 
proclamation to the French peo- 
ple; Lieut. Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s instructions to French 
troops willing to co-operate with 
the landing forces, and Gen. Henri 
Honore Giraud’s message to 
French soldiers that the time had 
come to restore themselves. 

News from the various African 
battle fronts also was put on the 
air from time to time. 

Many French listeners later said 
they believed for hours that the 
broadcasts were’ emanating from 
Rabat and that the city already 
was in American hands. 

About noon Radio Morocco be- 
gan warning its readers against a 
“clandestine transmitter” using 
that station’s Wave length, but 
“The Voice of the United States 
Army,” speaking in the name of 
Maj. Gen. George 8S. Patton Jr, 
interrupted the broadcasts repeat- 
edly and called on the French to

Brown Cunningham for the navy. 
The highest ranking civilian offi- 
cer is Richard G. Casey, formerly 
Australian Minister. in Washing- 
ton, who was delegated by Prime 
Minister Churchill to represent the 
Cabinet in Cairo. 


Close Working Relationship. 

These four men have a close 
working relationship. If the major 
phase of an action is to take place 
on land, then Alexander is in 
charge, as he was in the recent 
rout of Rommel’s Afrika Korps in 
Egypt. He tells the navy man and 
the air man what he wants from 
them, not in the form of a com- 
mand, but as request to a working 
partner with equal status. Casey 
is completely in their confidence on 
every important move, 


The action in Africa is an ex- 


cellent example of co-ordination of | 


command, not only as between the 
several branches of the British 
force, but as between British action 
at one end of the Mediterranean 
and American action at the oppo- 
site end. The British provided 
most of the naval protection for 
the American invasion of French 
North Africa with an armada of 
smal] and large warships under 
Admiral Cunningham. Cunningham 
is a full] Admiral. Hardly more 
than a year ago Lieut. Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower was only a Colonel. 
Yet Cunningham was perfectly 
willing to serve under the junior 
officer, 

The question that inevitably 
arises with “command by commit- 
tee” is what happens should one 
of the committee refuse to comply 
with the request of the officer 
in immediate charge of a particu- 
lar operation. The British answer 
is that such a refusal is impos- 
sible. Men are chosen for com- 
mands because of their ability, 
among other qualities, to co-oper- 
ate in common action. 


Capacity for Co-operation. 

That is the point the British 
stress above all others—that men 
with a capacity for co-operation 


to work. With the stiff-necked 
type of officer determined to do 
it on his own no system of joint 
command, however perfect the sys- 
tem may look on paper, will func- 
tion. It is here, of course, that 
they feel the habit of co-operation 
is important. 

One lack of effective collabora- 
tion in Washington is between mil- 
itary and civilians. The pattern has 
not been clearly established. There 
is still to be cultivated the mutual 
trust on which such a relationship 
must rest. Many factors impinge 
on this business of co-operation— 
the co-operation essential to win- 
ning the war.

He can take over private industries, estab- 
lish new ones, and abolish or institute any 
activities which he may deem necessary for 
the benefit of the nation. 

Brazilian labor under Vargas has enjoyed 
unprecedented treatment, but.it must watch 
its step under the new economic boss. for 
years it was impossible to discharge an em- 
ploye in Brazil without the permission of 
the Ministry of Labor, and then not without 
paying him a pension or an advance in wages 
or salary. Wages have not been frozen, but 
labor syndicates, or labor unions, have been 
counseled to co-operate with industry. Mean- 
time, there are minimum-wage laws for 
every class of laborer and white-collar. man, 

What is more, strikes are, and have long 
been, outlawed in. Brazil, and collective bar- 
gaining is the rule.

It hag been a long and difficult 
struggle since he was named last 
July to try to carve out a piece 
of the war job for -he small man- 
ufacturer. On the one hand, thou- 
sands of little business men threat- 
ened with shutdowns have be- 
sieged him and, on the other side, 
he has had to combat. the tra- 
ditionalism and indifference of the 
services, 
Now he feels he is entitled to 
a moment of brief satisfaction. 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commis- 
sion, WPB and half a dozen other 
agencies in the war market have 
agreed to submit all contracts to 
Holland, to examine existing con- 
tracts for opportunities for the lit- 
tle fellow and wherever possible to 
cancel orders for new machine 
tools for the giants of industry. 


Not Too Hopeful About It. 

A small business man himself, 
manufacturing in Kansas City a 
rotary sprinkler of his own inven- 
tion, Holland hopes that the agree- 
ment will help to turn the trick, 
but he is not too hopeful, perhaps 
because so many previous plans 
have been frustrated. On his lists 
are more than 35,000 small manu- 
facturers who need war wee to 
keep going. 

The really vital question is 
whether contracts for new ma- 
chine tools will be canceled. As 
the big industries with the vast 
bulk of war contracts get new 
machine tools, they take on more 
and more of their own work which 
means less and less subcontracting 
for the small firms. Because this 
is true Holland readily conceded 
that there may be fewer small con- 
tractors at work six months from 
today than there are at present. 

After he had been in Washing- 
ton two weeks and had got his 
staff organized, Holland called a 
meeting in Donald Nelson’s office. 
Present were Under Secretary of 
War Robert P. Patterson, Under 
Secretary of Navy James V. For- 
restal, Admiral Emory 8. Land of 
the Maritime Commission, Jesse 
Jones, Vice-Admiral S. M. Robin- 
son and other assorted officers 
from both services. To these big- 
wigs the small business man from 
Kansas City talked tough. 


“I didn’t want to come down 
here,” he told them. “I would 
rather have stayed out in Kansas 
City. I felt we were 18 months 
late anyway. 


“This small business deal will 
work only if you fellows will go 
along. And I wish you'd tell me 
right now whether you're going to 
play ball or not, because if you 
aren't, I think I'll go back home.” 
With the proposition put up to 
them thus in blunt Midwestern 
terms, the men around the table 
could hardly disagree. Holland 
asked each department to name a 
special representative to meet 
with him and work out some sort 
of basic agreement on subcontract- 
ing. 

Those meetings went on for 
weeks. They began early and last- 
ed late into the night.

The intent of the 
Services of Supply, Somervell said 
in his memorandum, is to spread 
further War Department purchas- 
ing to smaller business concerns 
when “consistent with the primary 
mission of speed, quality and 
quantity.” 

When all is said and done, how- 
ever, the fact remains that these 
are no more than paper expres- 
sions of good faith. As Holland is 
well aware, there is no way in 
which he can compel the big buy- 
ing agencies to shop with the little 
fellow. He is aware, too, of the 
size of his task in the face of 
the concentration in giant indus 
tries that has already taken place. 
As of a date approximately three 
months ago, all companies having 
war contracts had approximately 
55 billion dollars in orders, Of this 
total the top 100 firms have nearly 
40 billion dollars and of the latter 
amount the first 10 companies 
have nearly 18 billion dollars. At 
the head of the list is one firm, 
General Motors, with $4,500,000,000 
in orders, 


This super-giant had delivered 
completed products amounting in 
value to only about one-tenth of 
the orders on its books. That, of 
course, is the big objection—the 
delay which follows when orders 
pile up on the spindle of the giant 
industry. With one of the top 10 
giants the ratio of the dollar value 
of products delivered to orders on 
the books was one to 20; with an- 
other one to eight, with another 
one to six. 


Big Firms’ Advantages. 


These big firms. have always 


maintained Washington contact 
men. They have had long rela- 
tionships with ordnance and sup- 
ply chiefs. When there were any 
orders in the days of peace, they 
got them. And, most important, 
they had the plants, the technical 
skills and the trained men ready 
at hand when the éritical need 
arose. It was only natural that the

For Pay-as-You-Go Taxes, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S a group of neighbors and friends, 

Republicans and Democrats, we have 
on several occasions discussed the tax 
problem that will shortly confront all of 
us—wealthy, those in moderate circum- 
stances and near poor, 

We believe we are law-abiding, patriot- 
ic citizens willing to do our utmost to 
help win the war. We are prepared to 
make what sacrifices are necessary to 
obtain that objective slong with millions 
of other good Americans. 

This particular group consists of a sal- 
aried class of people with families to 
support and earning between $3000 and 
$5000 annually. They are home-owners 
—these homes having been acquired by 
sheer thrift and self-deni4l. In many 
instances, mortgages are still in the pro- 
cess of liquidation, payable at regular 
periods requiring continued thrift and 
self-denial. Our salaries are now frozen 
by law and presidential decrees and at 
the same time we are faced with a stead- 
ily rising cost of living. 

In discussing the problems that will 
have to be faced beginning March 15, 
1943, we have tried to find a solution by 
which Mr. Average American can meet 
the tax burden already laid upon him 
without being crushed between the 
nether and the upper milestone of steep- 
ly rising taxation on the one hand and a 
lowered income imposed on him by reason 
of a constantly rising cost of living. 

Out of these conversations eventually 
grew an unanimous approval of the so- 
called Rum! plan as the best method of 
keeping us solvent and able to pay our 
taxes as We should, We are convinced 
paying this year’s obligations out of next 
year’s income is not only improvident 

but contrary to sound business princi- 
ples, 

So long as the amounts of individual 
Federal taxes were nominal in character, 
there were no serious objections to the 
antiquated methods of collection that 
have prevailed thus far. An entirely new 
and different situation confronts us now. 

In our considered judgment, and in the 
interest of good government and citizen- 
ship, it would seem possible for Congress 
to find some way to ease the heavy bur- 
den of willing citizens to pay and there- 
by lighten the troubled minds of those who 
now face an unprecedented tax situation 
bewildered and unprepared. J. R. B.

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ARTISTS UNDER HITLER. 

A show of Cezanne paintings in New York for 
the benefit of French relief agencies, and the re- 
port of the arrest of Pablo Casals, the great ‘cellist, 
by the Vichy authorities raise the question of what 
the war has done to the artists of Europe, especially 
the Frenchmen who were the brilliant advance 
guard of Western culture, How do these men fare 
under Adolf Hitler, that pure Aryan spirit who 
stripped the German museums of all “excresences 
of lunatics and degenerates”? 

For those who believe that there is always a burn- 
ing moral sense in the artist—like the love of lib- 
erty which Beethoven expressed in the Eroica— 
the answer is a sad one, More than a few French 
artists turned collaborationist when the Nazis 
marched into Paris. Whatever Hitler may have 
said of them and their work in the past, he was 
glad to welcome them. He could point to their sup- 
port as proof of his “broadmindedness.” He could 
also use their names for propaganda among French- 
men who had a high regard for them. 

Among those playing the Nazi game are Derain, 
Segonzac, Viaminck, Braque and Othon Friesz among 
the painters; old Maillol and. Despiau among the 
sculptors; Honegger and Florent Schmitt among the 
musicians; Jean Cocteau and Louis Ferdinand Celine 
among the writers, and Serge Lifar, Danielle Dar- 
rieux, Yvonne Printemps and Sascha Guitry among 
the people of the stage. : 

But if the politics of some French artists are 
less admirable than their works, many others have 
shown themselves typical of their country’s refusal 
to consort with the tyrant. Writers like Andre Gide, 
Paul Valery, Andre Malraux, Paul Claudel and Louis 
Aragon have not only held themselves aloof, but 
even have conducted a subtle counter-propaganda. 
Painters like Matisse, Bonnard and Raoul Duffy 
have also maintained their integrity, Others have 
escaped to the United States, where they need 
not set a. guard over their words, 

What conclusions are to be drawn from all this? 
That art is beyond the standards of political moral- 
ity? Sometimes. That among artists, a8 among 
all other groups, there are sheep and goats? Obvi- 
ously. Perhaps also that the more sincere a man 
is as an artist, the more sincere he is as a citizen. 

But beyond these obvious things is the great fact 
that in Free France all these artists could express 
themselves according to their talent and their in- 
clination. Under Hitler that is impossible. None 
of those who have accepted his “patronage” can even 
for a moment believe that he dare draw one sketch 
or write one paragraph that is not in accord with 
the Fuehrer’s desires and commands, 
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ADVERTISING’S NEW VOGUE. 

For the faithful reader of the advertising columns, 
this is the great Believe It or Not Era. The virtues 
of a great many commodities—designed to please 
the palate, enlarge the muscles or enhance milady’s 
beauty—are still extolled, But at the end of more 
and more of this “copy” appears a footnote asking 
us to buy as little as possible, even to do without. 

The railroads and the bus lines have been among 
the leaders in the new vogue. They have asked us 
not to travel over week ends. They have discour- 
aged us with warnings of “standing room only.” 
And now, in co-operation with Joseph Eastman of 
the Office of Defense Transportation, they are going 
to ask us not to travel at all, if we can possibly 
avoid it. ‘ 

The enlistment of almost all forms of industry 
in the war effort provides a sufficient explanation 
for these requests and commands our compliance, 
Still, it’s something to-make a man wonder when 
the advertiser begs him not to buy. 

And it’s a great break for Henry Morgenthau’s 
Buy Bonds campaign. , 
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A WORD FROM OTTO’S AIDE-DE-CAMP. 

Archduke Otto von Hapsburg stopped over in St. 
Louis on Thanksgiving day, and took occasion to 
deny that the formation of an Austrian battalion 
in the United States Army has anything to do with 
his own claim to the throne of Austria. The Arch- 
duke is president of a committee which is recruiting 
men for the battalion, and says the whole objective 
is to rouse anti-Nazi sentiment in Austria. 

A letter-writer in the New York Times who signs 
himself “Czernin” (identified as Pan Edmund 
Czernin, aide-de-camp to Archduke Otto) ‘has a 
rather different explanation. He speaks of the 
formation of the Austrian battalion as “at last a 
real recognition of the great efforts of a little coun- 
try.” It is a tribute, he goes on, to the murdered 
Chancellor Dollfuss and to the imprisoned and tor- 
tured Schuschnigg (no mention, however, of the 
Social Democratic Republic which they destroyed). 
Czernin then adds: 

Another injustice dating many years back is — 
on the way of being repaired at the same time, 
In 1921 the Emperor Charles of Austria, for no 
guilt whatsoever, was exiled to the lonely island 
of Madeira, where he died. His eldest son, Otto 
of Austria, continued the struggle for the sovy- 
ereign rights of Austria. In 1940 he came to the 
United States and ceaselessly worked for his 
country. . . «* 

If this battalion is being organized to repair the 
“injustice” \done the Hapsburgs when the people of 
Austria threw off their yoke, then many Americans 
and many among our allies are going to protest 
strenuously. 
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A FULL-TIME JUDGE IS NEEDED. 

The‘ long-delayed bill to create a much-needed 
third Federal judgeship for the Eastern District 
of Missouri‘ must now be further delayed. The pro- 
test against the form of the Senate bill, registered 
before the Senate Judiciary Committee by Federal 
Judge Otis of Kansas City, has resulted in a deci- 
sion on the part of the committee to reconsider it. 

This additional delay is the price of the political 
shenanigans which caused the bill to be changed 
in the Senate committee. The bill, as passed by 
the House a year and a half ago after introduction 
by Congressman Cochran of St. Louis, provided for 
a third judgeship for this district. This was the 
proper form, since it is in the Eastern District that 
the docket has become heavily congested by rapidly 
mounting litigation. ~* 

But with the bill changed to establish the judge- 
ship on a roving basis, the way was opened for 
Judge Otis’ objection that additional judicial help 
is not needed in the Western District, This has 
impressed Republican members of the Judiciary 
Committee, who now think the situation should be 
looked into again before final action is taken.

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IT RECALLS RUBE GOLDBERG, 

Numerous arguments have been made against the 
order of Director Byrnes which limits salaries. to 
$25,000. They are summarized by an article in 
Newsweek by Ralph Robey. Mr. Robey charges that 
it is contrary to the will of Congress, that it will 
not increase Treasury revenue, that it will not help 
to prevent inflation, that it will be a blanket on in- 
dividual initiative, that it will not help public morale, 
that it will not distribute the financial burden of the 
war more fairly and that it will not improve the 
over-all justness of our tax system. 

But the most convincing argument against Direc- 
tor Byrties’ order is not that it limits salaries to 
$25,000, but that it does not likewise limit incomes 
from dividends. bonds, rents, royalties, etc. In other 
words, it limits the galary of men who work for a 
living, but it does not affect in the slightest degree 
the stockholder or bondholder who toils not neither 
does he spin. It creates an anomaly by which the 
excess over $25,000 now to be denied to the working 
and responsible salaried man Will go, in part, to 
non-working stockholders because the income of 
corporations will thereby be increased. 

Senator George estimates that the order means a 
loss of Treasury revenue because the additional 
amount collected from corporations will mot be as 
much as would be collected from individual taxpay- 
ers. So if the Treasury loses by the deal and the 
salaried executive is penalized, while the non-working 
collector of dividends gets still more dividends, we 
have a situation reminiscent of the slightly daffy 
contraptions that used to be contrived for the comic 
pages by Rube Goldberg. 

It should be rationalized by extending the order 
to place a ceiling on the incomes of persons with 
unearned incomes over $25,000 as well as on salaries 
exceeding that amount. 
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WHAT IS FRANCO DOING? 

Gen. Franco has called up another class of con- 
scripts, bringing the Spanish army to more than 4 
half-million. When American forces seized French 
North Africa, Spain found itself between the lines 
of a new theater of war. A partial mobilization was 
ordered then, and now that Hitler has completed the 
occupation of France with his grab of Toulon, an- 
other call to the colors has gone out from Madrid. 

But how does Franco expect to use these men? 
If Hitler decides it is to his advantage to occupy 
Spain and Spanish Morocco, does Franco, who is 
so heavily beholden to the Fuehrer, mean to resist? 
Even if he shows himself a complete opportunist 
and renounces his Nazi benefactor to line up on the 
winning side in this war, will he be able to do so? 
Will his army perhaps be able to hold off the Nazis 
until help can come from the United Nations? 

Or is Franco, out of respect to his obligations to 
the Nazis, getting ready to let them in? Is he get- 
ting ready to make things easier for them by reliev- 
ing them of the burden of policing an occupied 
Spain? Is he getting ready to go even farther? 
The man will bear close watching. 
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THE REAL REASON FOR GAS RATIONING, 

The last-ditch fight of the congressional bloc to 
stop gasoline rationing has failed, but the would-be 
obstructionists haven’t stopped howling. Now they 
are directing their campaign against Price Admin- 
istrator Leon Henderson, with threats to deny funds 
to the OPA unless he resigns. 

If these Congressmen think Leon Henderson is 
responsible for gasoline rationing, they haven't kept 
up very well with current events. Have they for- 
gotten the report of the Baruch committee, made 
public last Sept. 107 It was on the basis of its re- 
port that rationing was ordered, for the committee 
said: 

To dissipate our stocks of rubber is to destroy 
one of our chief weapons of war. We have the 
choice! Discomfort or defeat—there ig no mid- 
die course. ..,. Gasoline rationing is the only 
way of saving rubber. Every way of avoiding 
this method was explored, but it was found to 
be inescapable. 

But if the indignant Congressmen turn. to belabor 
the Baruch committee, they will be mistaken again. 
The committee wasn’t primarily responsible. The 
real culprit, as was pretty thoroughly reported at 
the time, is the Government of Japan. When the 
Japs took Malaya and the East Indies, they cut 
off some 95 per cent of our natural rubber supply. 
In that fact lies the real reason for gasoline ra- 
tioning. 

Instead of fighting the rationing program or bom- 
barding Leon Henderson, we suggest that the em- 
battled Congressmen concentrate on the Japs. 
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AS TO EDITING THE MARINES’ HYMN. 

Since the Marine Corps’ famous hymn is being 
edited to get in a reference to its air force, it might 
be a good idea to consider another modification in 
the stirring martial song. It is entirely in order 
to say in the first verse that the marines fight “in 
the air, on land and sea” (1942 version) instead 
of merely “on the land as on the sea,” and an 
amendment of the third verse is also logical. That 
verse ends with these words: 


If the Army and the Navy 
Ever look on Heaven's scenes, 
They will find the streets are guarded 
By United States Marines, 


This, of course, is just a good-humored jab that 
grew out of the traditional inter-service rivalry. No- 
body is going to argue seriously about the Army 
and Navy’s chances of seeing Heaven, or the Marine 
Corps’ alleged high standing in that happy region. 
However, the competitive spirit among the armed 
services isn’t worth arguing about, either, and may 
be a detriment in time of war. The Navy recognized 
this fact a month ago when the line of its favorite 
song, “Anchors Aweigh,” that formerly read, “Sail, 
Navy, down the field and sink the Army, sink the 
Army Grey” was altered to say, “Sail on to victory 
and sink the Germans, sink the Japs, hooray!” 

It wen’t hurt the distinguished record of the 
Marine Corps a particle to follow the Navy's ex- 
ample and eliminate from the hymn the claim 
of being the M. P.’s of Heaven.

The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Shaposhnikoff, Timoshenko and Zhukhov are described by critic 
as the men who outdid, Hitler's best; the first is a Czarist strategist, 
the second a popular teacher and leader, the third a brilliant new- 
comer; as a team, they are turning Nazi assault into Nazi defeat. 


Max Werner, Military Analyst, in Redbook, 


ITLER picked out the Generals he 

wanted for the Russian front and they 

were all out-generaled by three Soviet 
commanders. 


The Red Army possesses an outstanding 
corps of Generals personified in the team 
of Shaposhnikoff-Timoshenko-Zhukhov: the 
Chief of the General Staff and the respec- 
tive Commanders-in-Chief of the two main 
fronts. These three commanders are used 
to working with each other; whenever 
they have shifted posts, they have been 
one another’s successors. , 


Marsha] Shaposhnikoff, now 60 years 
old, is one of the very few officers of the 
old Imperial Russian Army still serving 
in the Red Army. This former Czarist 
Colonel represents the elements of experi- 
ence and organization within the leadership 
of the Army, 


After the revolution of 1917, the then 
Col, Shaposhnikoff joined the Red Army. 
Up to that time, he had been attached to 
the Imperial General Staff. Shaposhnikoff 
harbored no prejudices against the revolu- 
tion. Nor was he one of those Czarist offi- 
a who joined the Red Army for adven- 

ure, 


Foresaw Long War. 


Before long, Shaposhnikoff distinguished 
himself as a theoretician and staff officer. 
In 1924 he published a book, “On the Vis- 
tula,” which dealt with the Russo-Polish 


‘campaign, His next book, “The Brain Trust 


of the Army,” was published in 1927, and 
is a veritable classic. In it he has devel- 
oped elements of the strategic plans in use 
today against the Germans, 


In addition to detailed analyses of mod- 
ern General Staff work, Shaposhnikoff 
turned the beam of his criticism onto the 
German blitzkrieg strategy employed in 
World War I. He also predicted that the 
next war would be total war but no bDlits- 
krieg. He wrote: “We must be prepared 
for a protracted and intensive effort in the 
war to come. In all probability, ‘that war 
a bear the character of a war of attri- 

n.” 


Fifteen years later, he fought in practice 
the German blitzkrieg he had written about 
critically in theory. And for the first time 
in the recent history of Russia, that coun- 
try’s military machine has functioned with- 
out breakdowns, When Shaposhnikoff as- 
sumed his post, the Wehrmacht stood be- 


Russian front has been anshored. He led 
an undefeated Red Army out of the terrible 
encirclement of October, 1941, 


Then he reconstructed the shattered Rus- 
sian Southern front, and in the winter of 
1941-42 led a counteroffensive there. In 
1942, he absorbed the German blow in the 
South, re-established hig endangered front 
after withdrawals and by the successful 
defense of Stalingrad stymied the German 
war plan for 1942. 


The third member of the Russian team, 
Gen. Gregory Zhukhov, has made the fast- 
est military rise. Completely unknown as 
lately as fiye years ago, in the last two 
years this 45-year-old fighter hag held two 
of the most important posts in the Red 
Army—he has been Chief of the General 
Staff and Commander of the Central Front 
in succession. His military talent may still 
make him into the greatest General of 
World War Il, 


Known to the Japanese. 


In Zhukhov are united the qualities of 
the technician, the tactician, the organizer 
and the strategist. He is a tank expert 
who won his spurs three and a half years 
ago in the battle of Nomonhan in Mon- 
golia, where he defeated the Japanese. 


As Chief of the General Staff before the 
war and at the beginning, he started to 
make the organization function under war 
conditions. He was co-leader in the devel- 
opment of the Soviet war strategy. He 


. Was the victor in the Battle of Moscow, 


the biggest single battle of World War 
For six weeks before the great Pebaals 
offensive ending of that battle, Zhukhov 
stood in tough defense. He achieved the 
exhaustion of his enemy, and secretly pre- 
pared a counteroffensive,

LONDON, Nov. 28 (AP).—Com-

Y oceupying Toulon, Hitler made it clear that he has no fur- 


On Nov. 11, when German troops 
crossed the line of demarcation be- 
tween occupied and unoccupied 
France, in flat violation of the 
1940 Armistice, Toulon was al- 
lowed to remain outside Nazi con 
trol, 

This, Hitler wanted Marshal Pe- 
tain to believe, was an act of high- 
minded-generosity on Germany’s 
part, proof that the Third Reich 
did not want to infringe on French 
sovereignty any more than was 
absolutely necessary to defend 
France against an Allied invasion 
and had no designs herself on the 
French fleet and the French Em- 
pire.

The ruse worked. 

It is doubtful if Petain was con- 
vinced by Hitler’s protestations of 
innocence. The fact nonetheless 
remains that despite the occupa- 
tion of the so-called “Free Zone,” 
no order was given by Petain to 
the French fleet to join the Allies.

But we still have the largely 
unused and still powerful Italian 
fleet to cope with and we do not, 
therefore, possess unquestioned 
naval superiority in the Middle 
sea. If the Axis throws the Italian 
fleet into the scales the Allied oc- 
cupation of Tunisia may be post- 
poned for some time. 


We can comfort ourselves, how- 
ever, with the thought that if the 
French fleet at Toulon did not fall 
into our hands neither did it fall 
into the hands of Hitler. There is 
further consolation in the fact that 
the tragi-comedy of Vichy has now 
come to an end; 

“Indeed, one can say of Vichy, 
what Macbeth said of Cawdor, that 
nothing in its life became it like 
the leaving of it. The resistance 
which was put up by the French 
troops against Germans pressing 
their way into Toulon shows that 
the helpless and hopeless mood of 
Asfeatism that prevailed in France 
is gone.

The latest attack comes 
from Hitler’s own newspaper, the 
Voelkische Beobachter, which, in 
an article entitled “Switzerland 
makes itself platform for Jewish 
agitation,” bitterly complains 
against the Swiss rejection of the 


Nazis’ new Europe. This “incom- 
prehensible” attitude, the paper at- 
tributes to the increasing influence 
of Jews in Switzerland. 


Last summer, the Nazi journal- 
list explains, Switzerland was in- 
vaded by Jews fleeing from oc- 
cupied Western Europe. The fed- 
eral authorities did nothing to pre- 
vent the influx, but encouraged it. 
Consequently, they cannot plead 
now that their attitude has been 
forced upon them by circum- 
stances. 


‘Mouthpiece for Insults.’ 


There are 14,500 Axis enemies 
in Switzerland today, the article 
continues, who, with the knowl- 
edge of the authorities, use the 
country as “a mouthpiece for the 
foulest insults against young 
European peoples and for espio- 
nage against their military power.” 
In such circumstances Switzerland 
need not wonder at the indignation 
of her neighbors. No Swiss can 
be so idiotic, the writer threaten- 
ingly adds, as not to see the im- 
possibility of a neutrality which 
offers a platform to the enemies of 
Reich Europe.

LONDON, Nov. 28 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill, who 
shouldered Britain’s war burdens 
May 10, 1940, with “nothing to 
offer but blood, toil, tears and 
sweat,” celebrates his sixty-eighth 
birthday Monday, sound of heart 
and courage and confident that 
the way tc victory is open.

He starts his days about 7 a. m.

His days are filled 
with staff and strategy confer- 
ences, problems of state and prep- 
arations for reports to Parliament 
and the nation. 

He also does a tremendous 
amount of paper work—some of 
his friends tell him he does too 
much. It takes him six to eight 
hours to prepare even a 30-minute 
speech for broadcast and propor 
tionately longer to do one of his 
leng parliamentary reviews. He 
gets all his material together and 
then begins to dictate, directly to 
a typist, because he likes to see 
his material immediately without 
waiting for transcriptions. 

He dictates, he says, for two 
reasons: He detests the “tedious 
task of calligraphy” and he thinks 
dictation gives a freshness not at- 
tainable by writing.

Churchill does not grant inter- 

views any more because he thinks 
his first duty is to the people and 
their Parliament, but during his 
personal conversations he often ex- 
pounds thoughts that don’t find 
their way to the newspapers.

In this regard he points tc 
the great masses of people who are 
earning the most money they have 
ever earned, having the best time 
spending this surplus, and who, 
despite the tears and grim realities 
of war, have been elevated to new 
conditions of importance. He also 
cites the fact that suicides are 

‘fewer in wartime than in peace 
but, with that Churchill twinkle, 
he says in some cases that might 
be because of a coals-to-Newcastle 
philosophy. . 

Optimism for Future. 

Unlike a lot of people, Churchill 
doesn’t think this world will be 
broke after the war ends, because 
the world will still have all its 
wealth-producing machinery and 
its resources; but it will take hard 
work to restore war costs and he 
thinks society and the distribution 
of wealth are likely to be quite 
different. He thinks it may be a 
long time before the world will be 
such a pleasant place as it was 
before the war and wonders what 
Gladstone and the Victorians might 
have thought of such a war as 
this. 

One of the things abqut which 
he is happiest, although it has 
involved criticism of him, is the 
offensive-minded attitude of the 
British people. When the people 
ery for direct action, he thinks 
it is a fine and healthy sign 
of a vigorous people intent on vic- 
tory. 

He can well afford not to be 
worried about criticism. No matter 
how many members of Parliament 
fling vituperation at his Govern- 
ment and his policies—and actual- 
ly there aren’t many outside a little 
band of chronic critics—you will 
find practically no one from Lime- 
house to the West End or from 
Landsend to John O’ Groats who 
can hame a man they think ought 
to be given his place.

Now: 45, he was a railroad brake- 
man when at 27 he decided to be a 
lawyer. He attended night law 
school and after four years was ad- 
mitted to the bar. Clients being 
few at the start, Cole continued be- 
ing a railroad brakeman in the 
night time during his first few 
months as a lawyer. 

The nickname “Sky” came down 
to him from an older brother, also 
a railroad employe. The ,brother 
was very tall and was known as 
“Sky” to other railroad men.

stitute of Scrap Iron & Steel, Inc., 
said the steel mills had accumu- 
lated’ a large inventory of scrap 
already, and for that reason could 
not imediately use all the material 
that had been thrown on the mar- 


ket in the last few weeks. 

“There are two mills in this 
area,” he told a reporter, “that 
are refusing to take certain grades 
of scrap. They have too much of 
the light scrap of the sort that 
made up a large portion of the 
accumulation turned up by the 
children. They also have too 
much of the so-called cast grades, 
the sort of metal salvaged from 
old plants and buildings. ‘There 
have been rejections of some ship- 
ments, but they are not running 
above normal.” 

Foreheimer explained that the 
War Production Board had ar- 
ranged for the wrecking of many 
old plants and buildings and that 
produced so much material that 
the mills now had more scrap of 
certain types than they could im- 
mediately utilize. 

“The sort of material collected 
in the school campaign,” he point- 
ed out, “is a bad grade of scrap 
and the yards are full of it. The 
mills don’t care much for it be- 
cause it is so light.” 

However, Foreheimer said, the 
situation in the St. Louis area is 
not yet as difficult as it is in 
the East, where immense stocks 
for which there is little immediate 
demand have been built® up. 


Scrap Metal Needed in Increasing 
Amounts, WPB Says. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Iron and steel scrap will be needed 
in increasing quantities, War Pro- 
duction Board officials said to- 


day, and if salvage dealers are 
unable to handle the fiow, the 
Government will purchase scrap 
for stockpiles. 

The statement was made by Les- 
sing J. Rosenwald and H. G. 
Batcheller, heads of the conserva- 
tion and the iron and steel divi- 
sions of WPB, respectively, follow- 
ing reports that New York City 
had more than 30,000 tons of 
household scrap metal which steel 
mills refused to buy. 

Mayor La Guardia conferred 
with WPB officials here today on 
the city’s problem, but WPB said 
no decision had been reached. Re- 
ports of stagnant inventories in 
scrap yards are being investigated, 
Rosenwald and Batcheller said. 

In a joint statement, they de- 
clared that the urgency for iron 
and steel scrap and the difficul- 
ties of collecting it will increase 
and that the public’s wholehearted 
co-operation in scrap. collection 
must be continued, 

“Government stockpiles will be 
established if the time ever comes 
when scrap dealers cannot handle 
the flow of salvage materials to 
the mills,” they said. “These stock- 
piles would be insurnace against 
any scrap shortage which might 
develop.” 

Despite reports that stee) mills 
are “resting easy” and that scrap 
yards are overstocked, Rosenwald 
and Batcheller asserted that most 
of the scrap collected outside the 
steel industry itself had gone into 
armament shipped abroad. In 
consequence, the effort to~ get 
scrap for next year’s production 
will mean digging even deeper into 
the “dormant scrap resources of 
industry, of the farm and of the 
heavier household metals,” they 
added. °

SCHOOL SCRAP FUNDS 
T0 AID SERVICE WORK 


Junior Red. Cross to Direct 
Wider Program—$22,700 
From Campaign. 


Funds obtained from the recent 
school campaign for scrap metal 
will make possible a much wider 
program of service in schools 
through the Junior Red Cross, 
Miss Margaret Aird, director of 
the program announced yesterday. 
Latest reports show that more 
than $22,700 has already been de- 
rived from the campaign, and will 
be turned over to the Junior Red 
Cross by Philip J. Hickey, acting 
Superintendent of Instruction of | 
public schools. 

“The money will be used to en- 
roll all contributing schools in the 
Junior Red Cross program and to 
defray partially the expense of ma- 
terials for the various service pro- 
jects being. carried* on in the 
schools. These include sewing ma- 
terials for garments, wood for in- 


dustrial arts projects, wool and 
yarn for knitting, paper and paint 
for art work,” Miss Aird said. 

A special committee, of which 
Hickey will be chairman, will de- 
cide how the funds are to be al- 
located to the various public 
schools. Other allocations will be 
made among Catholic and Luth- 
eran schools that participated in 
the scrap metal campaign, 
Filling of 1100 Christmas stock- 
ings for men in the Station Hos- 
pital at Jefferson Barracks and 
the decorating of the hospital tree 
will be one of the projects for high 
school students, Miss Aird related. 
“We encourage the students to 
earn, buy, make and give and 
frown on their going to parents to 
ask for the money used,” Miss Aird 
said. “We feel they get far more 
of the spirit of giving if they have 
earned the funds necessary for the 
gift.” 

More than 2500 Christmas boxes 
for children of the United Nations 
were packed in October by mem- 
bers of the Junior Red Cross with 
articles rationed in the countries to 
which they were sent.

EL SALVADOR OFFICIAL 
HERE ON STUDY OF TVA 


Tells of His Nation’s Plan to 
Dam Lempa River for 
Power Development. 


J. F. Mejia, president of the Na- 
tional Electrical Commission of El 
Salvador, is in St. Louis conferring 
with Rural Electrification. Admin- 
istration officials in the course of 
a nationwide tour to study. power 


development, preparatory to inaug- 
uration of “a iittle TVA” in his 
Central American country. 

Financed through a loan from 
the United States, it is proposed to 
dam the Lempa River, Mejia told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday, 
and create a 10-million-dollar hy- 


nish industrial power and electrical 
facilities in cities now served by 
privately owned utilities. 


“Eventually - propose to pur- 
chase the _ private companies,” 
Mejia said, “and we hope to pat- 
tern our development on your 
TVA. Cities immediately affected 
are San Salvador, the capital; San- 
ta Ana and San Miguel. The proj- 
ect will create 70,000 horsepower.” 

Mejia, who received his technical 
education in this country, said that 
the El Salvador 264-mile link in 
the Pan American highway would 
be completed by Jan. 1, running 
from Guatemala to the border of 
Honduras. Plans are under con- 
sideration, he said, to truck coffee 
from El Salvador to this country 
by way of Mexico and Guatemala. 

Except for affecting coffee ex- 
ports, Mejia said, the war hasn’t 
hit his country hard. The Army 
of 8000 and a state police force of 
3000 patrol the coast, he said. 
Thus far, 18 Nazis and two Japa- 
nese have been arrested in the 
country. He said shortage of gaso- 
line has required strict rationing, 
his allowance dwindling from 30 
gallons last May to none this 
month. Mejia, who arrived here 
Friday, will leave Wednesday for 
Norris Dam, in Tennessee.

These destructive attacks in Cen- 
tral China made a total of eight 
raids within 77 hours on the enemy 
from Hankow to Haiphong, in 
Indo-China, hundreds of miles to 
the south. 

All of the raiders returned today, 
although some of the planes had 
been damaged by anti-aircraft fire. 
The daylight raids on Yochow 
and Sienning were aimed at frus- 
trating an anticipated Japanese of- 
fensive taward Changsha, where 
three previous enemy, expeditions 
have met with overwhelming dis- 
aster, 

With these assaults, in which 
500-pound bombs were used, the 
American aerial offensive since 
Sunday was loosed more than 1000 
bombg totaling 58 tons on the 
enemy in China. 

Not one Japanese fighter chal-, 
lenged the raiders over Sienning 
and Yochow, both important sup- 
ply bases. Leading the attacks 
were Col. Herbert Morgan of Free- 
dom, Pa., in command of forma- 
tions of B-25 Billy. Mitchells, and 
Col. "Robert L. Scott, Macon, Ga., 
commander of the fighter escort. 

“The air was so full of stiff it 
looked like: Chinese New Year’s 
day over Hankow,” said Maj. John 
Alison, Gainesville, Fila., who was 
in. charge of the dive-bomber at- 
tack there. 

“Most of our planes were shot 
up,” he said. “Night fighters were 
up and I never before was under 
such heavy anti-aircraft and auto- 
matic fire. But we bombed and 
strafed until our ammunition gave 
out and when we left numerous 
fires dotted the waterfront.” 

Four Japanese searchlight bat- 
teries swept the moonlit sky as the 
raid started but only one was left 
when it was over. 

Capt. Albert Baumler, Trenton, 
N. J. first ace of the China Air 
Task Force, found himself float- 
ing along with a formation of 
enemy night fighters for about 15 
seconds. When he turned on his 
recognition lights, he related, “no 
planes ever parted so fast.” 

Col. Morgan figured 90 per cent 
of the bombs dropped at Sienning 
hit inside that walled city.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 28 (AP).—Notre Dame beat Southern Cali- 
fornia, its arch football rival, in a rough and bruising game today that 
ended in a free-for-all between some of the players and a large group 


of spectators. 


The final score was 13 to 0, the 
Irish counting on two sharp passes 
from the talented right: arm of 
Angelo Bertelli, the first in the 
opening period, the other in the 
second. 

The game was marked by sev- 
eral fistic exchanges on the field— 
some of the players were chased 
by the officials—and as the final 
gun fired, spectators and players 
milled around, trading punches

The biggest gridiron crowd of 
the year, 95,000, must surely have 
been disappointed in the game as 
an exhibition of football. 

The first touchdown, a 48-yard 
pass and run, Bertelli to Creigh- 
ton Miller, was the bright spot in 
an otherwise drab contest. 

Notre Dame had only a slight 
advantage in total yardage gained 
but capitalized on its two scoring 
chances, whereas the Trojans blew 
the two opportunities they had.

“They didn’t leave us alone for 
a minute,” Freddie pointed out. 
“They asked questions about this 
and watched our every move. And 
they quickly could do exactly as 
we did, as far as the motions were 
concerned. They imitated. pepper 
games, pitching form, throwing 
styles, sliding technic, And if 
they were doing that with our 
baseball, imagine how seriously at 
the same time they must have 
been grabbing our ideas on guns 
and planes and ships.

ECAUSE one mother whose 
oe is in the armed forces 

worried about the welfare of 
other boys, strangers in this 
community, 2 unique service, the 
Tent City Canteen, was opened 
last Sunday in St. Louis Univer- 
sity High School cafeteria. 

Mrs. Harvey S. McKay, who 
tives at 4928 West Pine boule- 

, was attracted by the hun- 
greds of soldiers coming from 
and going to Tent City as she 

ed the camp in Forest Park 
on her way to St. Anthony’s 
Hospital, where she is hospital 
chairman in surgical dressings 
for the Red Cross Volunteer 
service. To her, these soldiers 
seemed lonely and isolated. 

Mrs. McKay made inquiries 
about Tent City, a recreation 
amp for men in all branches of 
the service, which provides week- 
end facilities for transient sol- 
dirs and those from nearby 
camps. She learned that no reg- 
ular Army mess provisions were 
made on the camp grounds and 
that between 300 and 500 men 
spent the week end at Tent City, 
of this number, Many were un- 
able to afford hotel accommoda- 
tions, and others who came to 
s. Louis for a two-day leave 
were unable to reserve hotel 
roms before their arrival. It 
was while listening to a radio 
broadcast from the Hollywood 
Stage Door Canteen that she con- 
ceived the idea of opening such 
a service, on a much smaller 
sale, for thé men bDilleted in 
Tent City. With the assistance 
of Mrs. Goronwy O. Broun, 5228 
Westminster place, Mrs. McKay 
interested and enlisted a group 
of women to form a board of di- 
rectors for the canteen, with Mrs. 
Broun as treasurer. , 


Canteen Is Opened. 


ENT City Canteen came into 
T veins last Sunday morning,~ 

when more than 100 men 
crossed the street in the rain to 
have breakfast in the big, cheer- 
ful cafeteria of the hi school, 
at 4970 Oakland avenue. No pre- 
vious announcement had been 
made; there were no bulletin 
board notices at camp, nor were 
there any explanations for such 
unexpected hospitality. 

Having been told by a young 
corporal that women were serv- 
ing breakfast for the boys at the 
school, a soldier would pause 
briefly in the doorway, a smile 
lighting his face as he was greet- 
ed by one or more of the women 
in charge. Then, in less time 
than it takes to tell, he would be 
in line with a tray heaped with 
hot rolls and doughnuts, coffee 
or milk. Then he would he 
shown to a long table decorated 
with vases of bright yellow 
chrysanthemums, with a pretty 
young hostess in attendance. At 
intervals along the tables were 
plates full of cigarettes. It was 
all very friendly and informal. 

“This is swell,” said a soldier 
from Portland, Ore., as his plate 
and cup were refilled, “and for 
free, too. This never happened 
to me before.” 

Tent City Canteen was started 


on a shoestring. With the per-

Next Tuesday the nation’s 27 mil- 
lion car owners become trustees 
of their own vehicles for the dura- 


Your part is to understand the 
reasons back of national gasoline 
rationing; how. it is, to be applied, 
and what you have to do as your 
share in keeping the passenger 
cars of this country on the road. 
When the Japanese captured 
most of the world’s rubber. supply. 
the threat to this nation on wheels 
was unmistakable. Hither we would 
find a way to replenish our rubber 
stocks or do without, The latter 
would mean laying up all but mil- 
itary vehicles for lack of ‘tires, 
Disruption of the war effort and 
civilian life would have been in- 
evitable, 
Gasoline rationing is really mile- 
age rationing. It’s the Govern- 
ment’s way of getting tire users to 
go easy so they can keep going. 
It is the only plan advanced 
which would control tire mileage 
to the point where reasonable tire 
replacements can be assured. It 
is a stop-gap until enough synthet- 
ie rubber and natural latex can be 
provided to guarantee normal tire 
supplies to everyone again. A 
billion dollar synthetic rubber pro- 
gram is already under way, and 
after supplying military needs the 
Government will take care of civil- 
ian demands in the quickest possi- 
ble* time, : 
Rationing in the East. 
For months now the Eastern 
states have had gasoline rationing 
because of a shortage of fuel 
transportation. They are down now 
to three gallons weekly for an A 
card. The nation-wide rationing 
beginning Tuesday is simply to 
conserve rubber, not gasoline. 
It is hoped that it will be tempo- 
rary, but that will depend on the 
course of the war. In the mean- 
time, the Government is providing 
for tize replenishment to keep all 
cars.in use for essential driving. 
Here is what you are asked 
to do: 
1. Mileage has been set at a 
national average of 5000 miles an- 
nually. But unless your driving is 
rated as essential, your mileage is 
cut to an average of 2880 miles 
provided by, the A ration book. 
This is figured on a basis of 240 
miles a month—90 niiles for fam- 
ily driving and 150 for occupational 
purposes. If a motorist drives far- 
ther than this in an essential oc- 
cupation where he cannot use 
mass transportation (train, street 
car, bus or sharing a car with 
someone else) he can apply for a 
B ration book, which gives him 320 
more miles, or a total of 650 month- 
ly—6720 miles a year. 
If you can show that both A and 
B rations are not enough for your 
occupational needs, you can apply 
for a C book. But you have to 
show that your driving is essential 
to the war effort or maintenance 
of certain phases of civilian life. 
For example, a doctor, minister, 
war workers, farmer or someone 
helping production in mines or for- 
ests could probably qualify. The 


Keeping Speed Limit Down, 

2. Don’t drive more than 35 
miles-an hour. This is important 
and will be enforced. Cutting 
down from 40 to 35 miles an hour 
alone prolongs the life of tires 10 
per cent. Violators will lose their 
ration books. 

3. You have been required to 
sell to the Government any tires 
you may have in excess of five for 
each car. Look at it from the na- 
tional standpoint. The object is to 
keep all cars running through a 
pool of the country’s excess tires. 
The Government is not taking 
that very convenient spare tire, 
which would add 27 million to the 
national stock pile. You are to 
keep it and take care of it. 

This is a vital part of the pro- 
gram to provide tire replacements 
or repairs for essential driving. 
This will be done through stocks 
of pre-war tires, idle tires like you 
are selling to the Government, used 
tires, and victory tires made from 
reclaimed rubber and recapping 
materials. It is one of the most 
important features of the plan to 
keep all cars going until there is 
plenty of rubber again. 

4. Three tire inspections are re- 
quired yearly for holders of A 
ration books, six for those who 
have B and C books. There will 
be about 100,000 inspection sta- 
tions throughout the country and 
one will be near you. Your first 
inspection is due’ before Jan. 31, 
1943, and will cost you 25 cents if 
no tires have to be taken off dur- 
ing the inspection. Demounting 
tires will cost 50 cents each.

Building where three business men 
forgot their anti-profanity New 
Year’s resolutions when they 
started to figure out how to ra- 
tion rubber in January. 

“It started with a tiny pimple, 
and grew and grew to a gigantic 
tumor,” is the metaphor of J. Ferd 
Oberwinder, executive vice-presi- 
dent of D’Arcy Advertising Agency 
~—when he finds time to. go to the 
office—and rationing administrator 
of St. Louis at nothing-a-year. He 
stepped in to the unpaid post when 
former Administrator Edward C. 
Platt left for New York. One of 
the original members of the tire 
board who shared initial problems 
with B. G. Chapman and A. E. 
Liepold, two of its present mem- 
bers, Oberwinder is still scratching 
his head over the mushrooming of 
a public service, largely dependent 
on volunteer work, from three to 
thousands. 

“They gave us a couple of old 
tables in a room full of ~women 
registering volunteer workers for 
OCD,” he recalls, tugging at his 
spruce foulard as if remembering 
a temptation to hang himself. “It 
was bedlam. Now look what it’s 
grown to.” He waves a hand that 
includes the whole ninth floor and 
the two north balconies of the 
building, additional space in Munic- 
ipal Auditorium, and the half a 
thousand school rooms from Skink- 
er to the River and Hannover to 
Halls Ferry where John Q. Public 
or his wife have arranged for their 
share of sugar, coffee, gasoline and 
fue] oil.

Both boys aren't as familiar with 

multiplication, addition and subtrac- 
tion as I was in the fourth grade 
of a country school in central In- 
diana many years ago. It wasn't 
their fault, however, for they simply 
hadn't been drilled sufficiently on 
arithmetical combinations. 

Yet George and Philip attend one 
of the best public schools in Chicago. 
I have previously commended its 
staff of teachers for their encouragement pf extra-curricular 
activities and their emphasis on the social aspects of modern 
education.

Arithmetic is still one of the most important sub- 
jects In the grammar school curriculum, so it should 
never be slighted even for other wholesome innovations.

World 
War II has been a strenuous 
one for the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt — a dangerous one for 
their four sons in military service

large family. a 


Just as the war has changed the 


lives of tens of millions of other 


Americans, so has it altered the ~ 


lives of every member of the na- 
tion’s first family—the President, 
his wife, their five children and 12 
grandchildren. With all four sons 
in uniform, the Roosevelts have 
reason to be proud of their sons’ 
military records, 


Their eldest son, Maj. James 
Roosevelt, 34, of the Marines, par- 
ticipated in the battle of Midway 
and was second in command in the 
commando-type raid on Makin 
Island in the South Pacific. Last 
month he was ordered hospitalized 
for treatment of a. stomach ail- 
ment for which he was operated 
on a few years ago, | 

Lieut. Col. Elliott Roosevelt, with 
the Army Air Forces, had a nar- 
row escape last spring in Egypt 
when his plane was shot at by the 
Nazis along the Mediterranean. He 
has also served in Newfoundland, 
Greenland and Iceland. 

On his assignment to Africa in 
April, Elliott suffered a recur- 
rence of an old ailment and when 
he returned to the United States 
he was sent to Fort Worth, Tex., 
for an operation. As soon as pos- 
sible he was back in active service 
and was on duty in England when 
his mother arrived there. Now he 
is reported in North Africa. 


Lieut. Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., 
a.gunnery officer on a destroyer 
in the North Atlantic, has been in 
dangerous waters on convoy duty. 
Last February at sea he was 
stricken with appendicitis, and 
when he reached this country he 
was taken to the Brooklyn Naval 
Hospital for an operation, 


The baby of the family, John, 26, 
now a Lieutenant (junior grade) 
in the Navy, is on duty as supply 
officer for four destroyers in the. 
Pacific. Bad eyesight kept him 
from combat duty. 


Elliott was the first to volunteer, 
That was in September, 1940, more 
than a year before the United 
States entered the war. He was 
commissioned a Captain in the Air 
Corps Procuremént section. He 
held a private pilot’s license and 
had had several years training in 
radio. 


But critics in and out of Con- 
gress contended he was being fa- 
vored because he was the Presi- 
dent’s son. His mother came to 
his defense, saying the possibility

ERSONAL” written on the

I have, of 
course, always supposed it was 
permissible when sending personal 
letters to a business office: But 
about this I would like your opin- 
ion also.”

Those who open their own mail, 
open everything no matter how 
addressed; those who have private 
secretaries open very little them- 
selves.

Inexpensive Dish -o- 


By George Rector 


OU may recall that in last 

week’s column I mentioned 

fresh pigs’ feet and now I want 
you to know exactly how they are 
prepared, To begin with, they are 
inexpensive and to enjoy them you 
must simmer them for hours until 
they are deliciously tender—let’s 
say three or four hours. To the 
water add outer stalks of celery, 
several bay leaves, an onion, 
studded with cloves, a few carrots 
and a good pinch of cayenne pep- 
per and salt. 


Suppose we start with six feet. 
Wipe them with a damp cloth— 
and remember this recipe calls for 
fresh pigs’ feet, not the pickled 
variety. Drop them in the sauce 
pan and start them on their way to 
cook at simmering point. When 
the feet are cooked remove them 
from the sauce pan and lay them 
out to cool. When they are cool 
enough to handle, each foot should 
be split lengthwise with a sharp 
cleaver and a heavy weight placed 
on the split halves so that they 
will remain flat. Let them remain

SAUCES WILL PLAY a big part 
in our menu planning from now 
on, as so many dishes which you 
will want to familiarize yourself 
with calling for the lesser known 
cuts of meat, but nevertheless nu- 
tritious and delicious, are greatly 
improved with a delicious’ sauce. 
This also applies to reheats. Here 
is an example using what is left 
of the Thanksgiving bird, whether 
it be chicken or turkey.

HE songs of Miss Judy Garland—maybe it’s the eyes, too—have 

T potent charm. If she carols, in “For Me and My Gal,” at Loew’s 
Theater, that I should be ashamed for treating her that way, that 

I'm going to be sorry someday, I am 

I feel like a dirty dog. 


sorry. I am not merely sorry, 
~ 

When she suggests that I pack up my troubles in my old kit bag 
and smile, smile, smile, lassie, my packing’s all done. No more trou- 
ble, no more care, I don’t even remember the name of the second 
feature. And when she runs off that ditty about me and my gal, 
who does that guy Gene Kelly think he is. I say, putting his arms 
around Judy and kissing my gal? 

All this effusion is only another way of declaring that the great 
charm of the picture at Loew’s is its young singing star and whether 
“For Me and My Gal” is adequate reflection of the Palace days of 
vaudeville, or even vaudeville at all, is of secondary consideration. 
It is a consideration that perhaps should be taken into account, how- 
ever, for vaudeville must really have been something, the way people 
talk about it. 

As one who used to be a loyal patron of the Orpheum interests, 
and who was born not too late to catch some of the standard acts, 
this reviewer can faithfully say that he thinks Miss Garland would 
have made the grade in the good old days. After all, “Baby Frances 
Gumm—the Leather-Lunged Blues Singer,” as she was once billed, 
did do her turn many times for variety audiences. And Judy Gar- 
land, as she calls herself now, was hit in the face with a ripe tomato 
long before they hit her with “baby spots,” “broads” and nine other 
kinds of studio lighting at M-G-M. 

The absence of Elsie Janis, Sophie Tucker, Blanche Ring, Joe Jack- 
son and Van and Schenck, whose names are only listed on a marquee 
in “For Me and My Gal,” is genuinely regretted but the film at 
Loew's has a trouper, an experienced showman who has learned 
what “they” like and knows how to give it to them. The songs 
she sings in “For Me and My Gal” were great songs in their day, 
and still are, but the personality of Judy Garland is something that 
fis available only for this era. And no one need regret, much, he 
Was born when Palace vaudeville was only a memory. 


History of Show Business, 
Through Eyes of a Horse 


Something approximating vaudeville as it was, is to be found 
in the stage show at the Ambassador. This “Diamond Horseshoe 
Revue,” from Billy Rose’s Diamond Horseshoe Club in New York, 
follows the revue form, at least to the extent of having five scenes 
and purporting to show New fork entertainment through the years, 
through the eyes of Pansy the horse. Pansy has eyes like Eddie 
Cantor, a mouth like Charlie McCarthy and legs like two other guys. 

The entertainers presented include Gilda Gray, who shook the 
shimmy for so many years and who still can baffle a speed camera; 
Charles King, who sang in that earth-shaking early talkie musical, 
“Broadway Melody,” and who gives forth on “Singin’ In the Rain” 
from that show; Tess Gardell, the Aunt Jemima of “Show Boat”; 
Walter Dare Wahl, whose comedy acrobatic act is marvelous fun, 
and the Great Yacopis, balancing act which is just like the old days, 
even to “Skater’s Waltz’ and the rattle of drums at the crucial 

moment. 

A ballerina, chorus girls and five Amazonian show girls also 
are in the package, the costumes are dazzling and expensive, the 
stage settings clever and colorful. 


For a picture, the Ambassador has “Nightmare,” in which an 
American gambler stumbles onto a murder in a house in London 
and finds the solution away up north in Scotland. Brian Donlevy 
plays the gambler and Diana Barrymore is the corpse’s wife, 
who really didn’t do the killing and is determined to be regarded 
innocent.

Villains All Working 
For the Axis These Days 

OT only in “Nightmare” but in two other instances this week, our 
N nonest movie heroes are up against Axis agents. After an hour 

of you-chase-me-and-I'll-chase-you at the Fox Theater, Abbott 
and Costello discover that the perpetrator of two crimes is the head 
of a Nazi spy ring which had been sending messages abroad over a 
regularly scheduled broadcast. 

In “The Falcon’s Brother,” on the same program, George Sanders 
and his brother, Tom Conway, are confronted with Axis agents who 
pass out poisoned cigars, and it’s nearly a month until Christmas. 

Mich was expected of the Abbott-Costello opus, “Who Done It?” 
since these boys are genuinely funny and a murder mystery offered 
them great opportunities. But even the most ardent admirers of the 
pair will be forced to admit that most of the material this time is 
either unoriginal, underdeveloped or just unfunny. 

As example of unoriginality, there is the line about “even my 
goose pimples get goose pimples,” tossed to Mary Wickes. All the 
movie-wise will remember that Bob Hope brought it forth not too 
long ago and that it was a line not only in one of his pictures but 


one used, and exhausted, in the trailer advertising the picture. An- 
other gag may be traced to the Lunt-Fontanne play, “Amphitryon.” 


As an example of opportunity missed, there is the capital situa- 
tion of Costello being mistaken for the corpse in the case. It has 
excellent possibilities for fun, instead it is dismissed within a minute 
with some of the comedian’s frantic cries of fright and excessive body 
shaking. The boys could do better than that.

Of the Nazis, in Plain Terms 


An hour after Russia was at war with Germany, the story goes, 
Soviet film producers were in conference to get to work on war 
stories and propaganda material. And shooting, not only of Nazis 
but of good Russian actors, began at once. 

The Art Theater’s new feature, “This Is the Enemy,” is made 
up of unblushing propaganda material, related in a series of brief 
episodes under such titles as “A Drop of Milk,” “Maxim Sings 
Again,” “Air Raid,” “Three In A Shell-Hole,” “Saboteur,” “100 For 
One” and “Telegram.” Subjects range from brutality in Poland to 
brutality in Yugoslavia, the Nazis are referred to as “rats,”
